how they have dried, up the na- 
. tional capital. Some of these vote- 
seekers, though by no means all, 
will take a few swigs from a jug 
every time they go into confer- 
ence with their local politicians. 


Flan Stiff Liquor Code 


They're planning to make an ex- 


ample of Washington ,and 
few 


doubt that the city will be given 
a stiff local enforcement code 
likely to make liquor here scarcer 
and more expensive. It will be 
tough on some members of Con- 
gress, of course, but conditions 
here have become more and more 
of a national scandal. 
Not that 


Washington is more lawless as re- 
gards prohibition than most cities 
of Its size, but being the capital oC 
the United.States the extent of the 
drinking among its residents gives 
President Hoover and other drys 
a sickening sensation every time 
they think of It. 


If only this seat of enforcement 


could be dried up, comparatively 
speaking. It would be much easier 
to imagine that the law was being 
enforced over tire rest of 
the 


country. This is the one place 
where Congress and the president 
have unlimited authority. 
They 


run the town without help or in- 
terference and are responsible for 
conditions.

Washington policemen the pow- 
rs.of prohibition agents, would, 
permit police court judges as well 
as U. S. commissioners to issue- 
search warrants, would create a 
rotating $2000 fund to pay in- 
formers for evidence against boot- 
eggers, would severely punish po- 
icemen who failed to enforce the 
a,w and would put the burden of 
>roof on the owner whenever 
iquor was seized instead'of mak- 
ng the enforcers prove the ille- 
gality of its acquisition as now.
